AN UNSUPPORTED CHARGE AGAINST 
THE BOOK TRADE OF CHICAGO, 


A MAN who furnishes the amount of ‘‘ copy” 
that Mr. Edward W. Bok does, daily, weekly, 
and monthly, to every kind of newspaper, jour- 
nal, and magazine, can have but little time to 
read in the quiet, careful manner that alone fits 
a man to criticise and make assertions founded 
on accurate comparisons and sound deductions. 
We trace to this impossibility to crowd more 
than twenty-four hours into each successive 
day, the rather sweeping statements made by 
Mr. Bok, ina recent instalment of his ‘‘ Literary 
Leaves,” which have been widely copied, and 
may convey inaccurate, and therefore mislead- 
ing, information to the many who make it 
profitable for Mr. Bok to write so much and to 
read so little. We are surprised to find an ar- 
ticle signed with his name, devoid of that kind- 
liness and good-nature which, in spite of his 
unceasing labors, Mr. Bok leaves as a lasting 
impression upon all who come in contact with 
him. We think the busy editor has perhaps 
too far trusted hearsay evidence, or has not hit 
upon the right pile of statistics and ‘‘ points ” to 
embody in his article on the output of Chicago 
publishing houses. 

Mr. Bok writes: 


‘* For too long a time has the great Western 
metropolis been in, what may be justly called, 
literary disgrace. More trashy novels, more 
positively indecent stories, more perverted re- 
prints of famous books have come from Chicago 
during the past five years than from any other 
city in America.... 

‘‘It is not pleasant to speak of any city as 
something akin to a literary sewer, but this 
is all that even the most prejudiced lover of 
Chicago can say of the Western city if he has 
given any attention whatever to its literary 
output. I fancy that its own residents have 
but a meagre conception of their city’s degra- 
dation ina literary sense. With the exception 
of say five or six houses, which are reputable, 
the entire publishing interests of Chicago are 
at an exceedingly low ebb.... Here is a 
city which commands the admiration of the 
world in many other respects, yet is so wo- 


fully lacking in everything that savors of the 
decent in literature.... The Chicago publish- 
ers cancommand good literary talent if they are 
so inclined; houses like A. C. McClurg & Co. 
and Stone & Kimball have proven this.... It 
would be far better if she produced no books 
than those which she is now allowing to go 
from her disreputable publishing houses. Her 
record then would be nothing, now it is worse 
than nothing, save for the ray of credit which 
is reflected upon her now and then by the out- 
put of the houses which I have mentioned, and 
occasionally two or three others.” 


Mr. Bok begins this tirade by a gasp of de- 
light that Robert Louis Stevenson’s posthumous 
novel ‘‘St. Ives” is to be published by a young 
Chicago publishing house. This house, it seems 
to him, may perhaps be the ‘‘one righteous” 
that may save the publishing Sodom and Go- 
morrah of Chicago. Hear how delicately Mr. 
Bok words this sentiment: 


‘* They published Robert Louis Stevenson's 
last novel, ‘ The Ebb Tide,’ and now they have 
secured his posthumous novel, ‘St. Ives.’ And 
Iam both sorry and glad of it; sorry to see 
such a novel lost to New York, but glad to see 
so good a literary plum come to a clean and 
straightforward house existing in a morass of 
literary mire.” 


The names of these fearfully wicked books 
and their disreputable publishers Mr. Bok 
wisely omits to enumerate. If we are to take 
him seriously, Chicago publishers must be sin- 
ning hourly in this direction; but a look over 
books recorded for a whole year from Chicago 
houses fails to confirm this sweeping condem- 
nation. , 

In 1894 THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY put on 
record 243 books published by 53 Chicago 
publishers, and among this number there are 
not half a dozen books that can by any stretch 
of imagination come under the heading of in- 
decent. Has any other city a better record? 
There may be much indecent matter printed in 
Chicago. In what large city does this not hold 
good? But is it fair to call the purveyors, 
writers or printers of such reading-matter 
Chicago publishers? The publishers of Chi- 
cago may compare their lists of publications for 
1894 with those of the publishers of New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia and leave it to any 
one who has read them—not only written about 
them—to decide how the class of literature Mr. 
Bok has in mind has been divided from 4 
geographical standpoint. 

Books that do not get on record in THE 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY are as a rule not issued 
by publishers who have any right to the name, 
and can only be mentioned among all the 
other sins and evils of a great city for which 
people of one profession cannot be held mort 
responsible than people of another. Long bt 
fore the young firm mentioned by Mr. Bok 
began making books, Chicago could point witb 
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pride to such firms as S. C. Griggs & Co., A. C. 
McClurg & Co., The Open Court Publishing 
Co., anda whole army of scientific, technical 
and educational publishers who are doing 
steady uphill work in furnishing information 
for the masses. 

The young firm certainly cannot feel elated by 
the ‘‘ faint praise” bestowed by Mr. Bok, and 
this time for once, we think the latter has gone 
out of his way to lay bare the very superficial 
quality of his literary opinion. Mr. Bok’s gener- 
alities might not unfairly be directed against 
much of the literary output of the present time 
of every large city in the world, not one of 
which is now without its society for the sup- 
pressing of the indecent, especially in printed 
form. Addressed wholly to Chicago they are 
an insult. We who know and esteem Mr. Bok 
are sorry he has made such a journalistic 
blunder. 


THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE’S FIRST 
SMOKER. 


THE organizers of the Booksellers’ League 
have reason to feel justified in the belief that 
they have called into existence something that 
was wanted and that bids fair to live. On the 
evening when the League was officially organ- 
ized the weather was most unfavorable; yet 
over eighty persons were present. The night 
of the 13th, when the League gave its first en- 
tertainment, was ‘‘simply beastly,” yet nearly 
two hundred came out to give countenance to 
the affair. It was an inspiring sight to see so 
many and such distinguished -looking repre- 
sentatives of the book trade gathered together 
for the first time for recreation and social en- 
joyment. 

The president, Mr. Wing, extended a wel- 
come to those present and introduced the 
chairman of the Entertainment Committee, Mr. 
Charles E. Butler, who had provided the fol- 
lowing enjoyable programme : 

Piano solo by Mr. Pears. 

Guitar solo by Mr. Gilman. 

Reading by Mr. Streamer. 

Songs by Theo. Drury, the Afro-American 
baritone, whose services were secured through 
the kindness of Mr. George C. Witworth, of 
A. D. F. Randolph & Co. 

Songs by Dr. Hecht. 

Addresses by Mr. J. N. Wing and Charles 
T. Dillingham. 

Violin solo by Mr. Kercher. 

Song by Mr. G. Petrie. 

Comic song by Mr. A. J. McCormick. 

During the intermission light refreshments 
were served. Tobacco, cigars, and pipes had 
been liberally provided. Mason & Hamlin were 
kind enough to furnish one of their fine up- 
right pianos free of all cost. The arrangements 
made reflected great credit on the committee 
having charge of the entertainment. 

_Mr. Wing in his address read the following 
circular letter explaining the objects and aims 
‘of the League: 


we the objects and aims of the Booksellers’ League 
. X concisely set forth in Article II. of the Constitution, 
on The objects of the League are the cultivation of 

aternal relations among its members, and the furthering 
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of the interests of their respective callings in such manner 
as the League may from time to time decide,” yet the 
Board of Managers deem it advisable that a more com- 
prehensive statement be made touching the more serious 
work of the League. 

At the outset let it be clearly understood that the League 
is national, not sectional, in its tendencies, and that the 
establishment of auxiliary leagues in the various cities and 
towns of the United States is deemed most desirable. It 
is hoped that the social features of the League will ever 
be prominent, but we believe it is only by work of perma- 
nent value and of general interest to the trade that the 
society can insure to itself a long and useful career. To 
that end it is proposed, just as soon as the membership and 
finances will warrant, to inaugurate in addition to our 
meetings for social intercourse and enjoyment a series of 
lectures by accredited authorities on the various subjects 
of value chiefly to booksellers, publishers and stationers. 
It is intended that these lectures shall cover such sub- 
jects as literature in general, the history of printing, book 
publishing, bookselling, paper-making (including station- 
ery), business methods; practical hints as to store manage- 
ment, and kindred topics too numerous to mention. 

This system of education in the book trade and its allied 
branches must in time bring about a spirit of trade pride, 
and a desire to furnish necessary tools, and provide for 
the bettering of trade methods. It might not, therefore, 
be too sanguine to expect, for instance, that in time 
the League, trained to a knowledge of its needs and its 
responsibility, will lend its active co-operation in prepar- 
ing and issuing bibliographical and other works of in- 
terest and value, not only to the book trade in this 
country, but to all interested in American books, wherever 
they may live. 

As soon as practicable, permanent quarters should be 
secured, suitable for the needs of the club; and, with 
growing membership and widening scope, it will un- 
doubtedly become not only desirable, but possible, to 
build a permanent home for the League, suited to all its 
varied business needs, and also of such character and 
management as to make it not only attractive, but a finan- 
cial success. 

Having, as we think, clearly though briefly stated the 
objects and aims of the League as now conceived, it re- 
mains for the members of the respective trades and pro- 
fessions in whose interest the League was organized to 
give the movement their cordial support by applying for 
membership, and thereby securing to the book and station- 
ery trades and associate branches, a strong, active or- 
ganization which, if properly managed on the lines ind1- 
cated, must necessarily be productive of good results. 





THE BLACKWELL EXHIBIT OF EX- 
LIBRIS. 


THE great and increasing interest in book- 
plates has brought about a unique display at 
Brentano’s, at Union Square, New York. Henry 
Blackwell, who is reported to have one of the 
largest collections of book-plates in New York, 
consented to their exhibit for the three days, 
ending to-day. The collection consists of near- 
ly four thousand specimens, which it has tak- 
en its owner upwards of fifteen years to col- 
lect. Many of them are of intrinsic and per- 
sonal interest, including those of the late Dr. 
Holmes, a beautiful engraving of ‘‘ The Cham- 
bered Nautilus”; George Bancroft, the histor- 
ian; Eugene Field, Oakey Hall, Charles Carroll 
of Carrollton, and of De Witt Clinton. 

Brander Matthews’ plate was designed by E. 
A. Abbey, and shows an American Indian dis- 
covering a mask of the old Greek comedy. E., 
C. Stedman’s is a picture of Pan piping to the 
shepherds. Laurence Hutton’s contains a 
small copy of Boehm’s statuette of Thackeray. 
Others whose plates are included in this collec- 
tion are S. P. Avery, Charles Dexter Allen, 
W. E. Baillie, Edward Hale Bierstadt, J. W. 
Bouton’s well-known design by Cruikshank, 
Julia Sexton Coffin, Volney Streamer, and Hen- 
ry Blackwell, the owner of the collection. 

E. D. French, George Wharton Edwards, 
Hallyer, Hopson, and others are among the 
designers and engravers whose work is seen 
here. The collection contains many English 
and Canadian plates, besides the early Ameri- 
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can, and while there are perhaps not many 
varieties, it is a very comprehensive display. 
In connection with this exhibit there are also 
displayed heraldic devices, monograms, and 
crests, specimens of the work of the finest en- 
gravers in this country. 





HELPS IN PREPARING FOR EXAMINA- 
TIONS FOR R.R. MAIL SERVICE. 


INQUIRIES are frequently made as to the best 
** system” or method of studying for the rail- 
way mail service examinations. Such an in- 
quiry recently received was referred to Mr. W. 
F. Stevens, librarian of the Railroad Branch of 
the Y. M. C. A., whose practical and compre- 
hensive advice and suggestions should prove 
helpful to others having to meet similar que- 
ries. The first thing for the applicant to do is 
to write to the Civil Service Commission, Wash- 
ington, D. C., for an admittance card to the 
examinations and for the accompanying book 
of instructions. He should also study thor- 
oughly the geography of the United States. 
Next in importance is the study of the railway 
systems of the United States, especially those 
in the State in which the examination is to 
be taken; this can best be accomplished by 
studying the maps in a good railway guide, 
and in the State railroad map, obtainable of the 
State R. R. Commissioners. Knowledge of 
arithmetic is essential, particularly the funda- 
mental rules, common fractions, percentage and 
decimals. The applicant should also study 
abbreviations, letter-writing, and last but third 
in importance, the reading of different hand- 
writings.

CAXTON CLUB EXHIBITION. 


A COLLECTION of rare books was exhibited 
last week in the Chicago Art Institute under 
the auspices of the Caxton Club. The loan of 
the Newberry Library, including the Probasco 
books, was probably the most famous contribu- 
tion to the exhibition. Some of these are fac- 
similes of ancient music and illuminated man- 
uscripts, but the greater number are modern 
works, bound to order for Mr. Probasco by 
the best French binders. Private collectors 
loaned books any one of which represented the 
cost of a respectable library. A book of local 
interest was one designed by Edward Kemeys, 
the sculptor. It is the legend of Little Panther, 
written on parchment in illuminated Indian 
characters. The covers are of copper-electro, 
modelled directly after designs by Kemeys. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 


IN RE THE ADMISSION OF CANADIAN RE. 
PRINTS. 


SOLICITOR-GENERAL REEVE, of the Treasury 
Department, in his opinion on request of Har- 
per & Brothers that instructions be issued to col- 
lectors of customs to refuse admission into the 
United States of copies of ‘‘ Ben-Hur” pub- 
lished abroad in violation of the copyright 
secured in this country, holds that the act of 
March 3, 1891, is not applicable to books copy- 
righted prior to that date. Therefore the book 
under consideration (having been copyrighted 
in 1880) is entitled to enter. We understand 
that an appeal from this decision is to be made, 
because if it is allowed to stand uncontested 
foreign editions of all American books copy- 
righted before 1891 might hereafter be imported 
free of duty and without regard to American 
copyright laws, which would necessarily inter- 
fere with the publishing business in this country.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


CESARE CANTU, the historian of Italy, died in 
Milan, March 11. He was born near Milan in 
1804. He was the author of ‘‘ Margherita Pus- 
terla,”’ an historical romance, a work which has 
often been compared to the ‘‘ Promessi Sposi” 
of Manzoni; ‘‘ Storia Universale,” ‘‘ History of 
Italian Literature,” ‘‘ History of the Last Hun- 
dred Years,” ‘‘ History of the Italians,” ‘‘ Mi- 
lano, Storia del Popolo e pel Popolo,” and other 
works. 


EDWIN ForBES, a well-known artist and war 
correspondent, died on the 6th inst., at his 
home, Lenox Road, Flatbush, L. L, fifty-five 
years of age. During the Civil War he was 
the special war correspondent for Frank Leslie's 
Illustrated Newspaper, and was present at nearly 
all the principal battles of the war. He was the 
author of a story of the war in twenty volumes, 
which had a large sale. He also invented an 
apparatus for starting race-horses. Mr. Forbes 
leaves a wife and daughter. 


WiL1t1AM H. Tuomes died in Boston, on the 
“th inst. Mr. Thomes was born in Portland, 
Me., May 5, 1824, and brought up in Boston, 
where he learned the printer's trade. In his 
earlier years Mr. Thomes led an adventurous 
life, which furnished the groundwork for his 
numerous successful stories. In the fifties, 
after a trip to California and New Orleans, he 
settled down in Boston as the publisher and edi- 
tor of Ballou’s Monthly. Of his many books, 
the following were the best known: ‘‘ The Gold 
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Hunters of Australia,” of which 48,000 copies 
were sold; ‘‘ Life in the East Indies,” which had 
a sale of 44,000 copies; ‘‘A Slaver’s Adven- 
tures,” 46,000; ‘‘A Whaleman’s Adventures,” 
39,000; ‘‘ The Bushrangers,” 40,000; ‘‘ The Gold 
Hunters in Europe,” 35,000; ‘‘ Running the 
Blockade,” 30,000 copies, and ‘‘ Lewey and I.” 
‘‘The Belle of Australia” was a strong attrac- 
tion in Ballou’s Monthly for a year,and was 
subsequently published in book form. His story 
of ‘‘ Life on Land and Sea, or California in the 
Years 43, '44 and ’45,” related his own ex- 
periences in California asa young man.
